Outdoors with Ben

Think before you 
climb 


Bow season is off to a good start with several kills reported. 
Unfortunately, there have already been a few accidents related to 
hunting in elevated stands. Since more deer hunter injuries occur as 
a result of tree stand accidents than firearms accidents, we need to 
be as careful climbing that tree as we are with handling our firearms. 

Regardless of what type stand you'use, these simple rules will 
reduce the risk of an accidental fall from a tree stand: 

1. Be sure and inspect’ your tree stand before using it for the first 
time each season. 

Check all stress points for cracks. 

2.Test your stand slightly above the ground to make certain iit is 
safe before you climb: Watch: and control each step you make. 

3, Be sure your stand is fastened to the tree in a secure manner, 
and on the proper size tree. 

4, Be sure your gun is unloaded before pulling it up or letting it 
down from your tree stand, 

5. Use a quality safety belt when climbing or descending from 
your stand. This is when most accidents occur. 

+f. Avoid excessive movement while sitting in-a tree stand as. this 
can cause you to lose balance, 

7. When using a self-climbing tree stand do not place your weight 
too close to the tree. 

8. Remove all branches that obstruct your draw before shooting a 
bow from a tree stand. 

9: Respect the landowner’s right and do not damage trees. 

10, Beware of any ice that may have formed on the stand. 

11. If you begin to get sleepy, get out of the stand immediately. 
Many falls have occurred when a-hunter went to sleep and fell out 
of their tree stand, 

12, Avoid older wooden stands that you are not familiar with. 
They may have rotten wood 

Deer hunting from a tree stand, or other type of elevated stand, 
gives the hunter several advantages, including a broader viewing 
area, better scent dispersion and being out of the natural line of site 
of deer. Hunters once said deer never looked up so deer would never 
see a hunter in a tree stand. This theory proved to be untrue, but a 
deer hunter in a tree stand still has an advantage over a ground 
hunter.

Drivers urged to use caution when driving 
during peak of deer season in Alabama 


The cooler weather and short- 
er days of fall — combined with 
the ever-increasing number’ of 
deer near roads and automobiles 
on roads — has created a recipe 
for disaster to unstispecting 
motorists in Alabama. 

In 2001, the latest. year for 
which figures. are ‘available 
according to the Alabama 
Department of Public Safety, 
there were 2,768 accidents 
inyolying animals (primarily 
deer) in Alabama, resulting in 
279 injuries and three fatalities. 
By exercising caution motorists 
can significantly reduce their 
chances of these deadly encoun- 
ters, AAA-Alabama says. 

“The thing you. have to con- 
sider is that there isn't one cut 
and dry. thing you can do to 
avoid hitting a deer,” said’ Adam 
Kelley, spokesperson for AAA- 
Alabama. “All you can do is 
drive slower -to give yourself 
more stopping distance and pay 
attention and be aware that they 


are there.” 

In fact, traffic’ safety and 
wildlife experts say several fac- 
tors. have increased the likeli- 
hood a driver will collide with a 
deer. They. are: 

* The deer population itself 
has skyrocketed in recent years. 

¢ There are more automobiles 
on the. roads than ever. 

¢ Human development (such 
as roads; neighborhoods etc.,) 
has encroached on deer habitat. 

* In the. fall, “the | shorter 
amount of daylight reduces visi- 
bility because it forces more 
people to drive in darkness in 
the evenings, 

Motorists are. encouraged to 
be aware. of this increasingly 
common rodd hazard, and 
makes the following recommen- 
dations, to prevent collisions 
with. deer: 

* Stay alert while driving, 
especially at dusk and dawn 
when deer are most active. 

* If you'see one deer, look out

* If you do encounter a deer 
on the roadside, honk your horn 
and flash you lights to scare it 
away. 

If you do hit a deer, or any 
animal, first make sure you and 
your passengers are safe, Then 
be sure to contacc your insur- 
ance proyider and the authori- 
ties immediately: According to 
Alabama law, all’ -accidents 
resulting in ‘damage, must. be 
reported to law €nforcement.
